The Annual Report of Librarian Spofford, 
Made to Congress. 

Wasnincton, February 24.—The annuai re- 
port of Mr. Spofford, librarian of congress 
the calendar year 1854, was submitted in 
senate to-day by Senator Sherman. The 
port says the library contains 544,687 volumes 
send 185,000 pamphlets, an increase of 31,246 
volumes over the previous year. The law 
library, which is included in the above state- 
ment, contains 63,265 volumes. The copyright 
office, the report says, still shows an increased 
business, notwithstanding the commercial and 
ndustrial depression.

There is uo public want which has 
beeu more ubiversal'y recoguized, noris there 
any object of expenditure which could be more 
unanimousiy defended upon the grounds of pub- 
ic expediency, or which would receiye more 
hearty and general sanction atthe hands of the 
people.”

The Eighteenth Annual Session of the Grand 
Lodge of the Fifth District. 

Wasurxeaton, February 24.—The i8th annual 
session of the grand lodge of the fifth district of 
b’nai Brith convened here to-day, President 
John Jay Cohen, of Augusta, Ga., presiding.

TheSpecial Seesion of the Senate Whioh will Ad- 
vise with the Incoming President-—-A Repub- 
lican Senate and Democratic Presi- 
gent—The Civil Service Lawa. 


Wasreino tos, February 24.—Tlie business to 
be transacted at the special session of the sen- 
ate, which will be summoned to assemble on 
the 5th of March, begins to be discussed.

SWAIM’S SENTENCE. 


Garfield’s Friend Placed on Half Pay for 
Twelve Years, 

Wasnixeton, February 24.—The finding of 
the courtmartial in the case of Judge Advo- 
cate General Swaim, ard the sentence of the 
court, as finally approved by the president, 
were given to the presstd-day. They are 
acrcinpanied by a long opinion of the attor- 
ney-general, in the nature of a review, and b 
three successive communications from Presi- 
dent Arthur. Of the latter the first two dis- 
approve the successive sentences of the court, 
abd the third approves the sentence which the 
court finally decided upon, after the papers 
had twice been sent back to it for revision and 
reconsideration. 

THE FIRST TWO SENTENCES. 

The first sentenceof the courtmartial was 
suPPension from rank and title and pay for 
three years. The president returned the find- 

ugs and tbe sentence to the court, with the 
suggestion that the punishment was not com- 
mensurate with the offense of which the court 
found Swaim guilty. The court reconsidered 
{8 previous action, adhered to its finding, but 
adjudged the following sentence: 

lo be Suspended from rank and duty for one 
year, with the forfeiture of all pay for the same 
period, and at the end of that period to be re- 
duced to the grade of judge advocate, with the 
rank of major in the judge adyocate general’s de- 
partment.

ENGLAND'S CRISIS. 


THE PROGRESS UPON NORTH- 
COTE’S MOTION OF CENSURE. 


The Vigorous Denunciation of the Government -A 
Coalition of War Liberals Proposed—The 
Pate of the Parties Grows Uneer- 
tain—Other Old World News. 


Leypox, February 24,.—Mr. Gladstone, in 
the house of commons this evening, moved to 
postpone all notices of motion until after the 
order of the day, resuming the debate on Sir 
Stafford Northcote’s motion of censure against 
the government for its Egyptian policy until 
it was disposed of. 

Mr. Redmond, home ruler, opposed the 
premier’s motion, and wes seconded in his 
opposition by several Parmellites. The 
op] osition became so noisy that the speaker 
interfered, and when silence had been re- 
stored he announced that it was, he thought, 
adequately discussed, At this the Parnellites 
nearly all joined in a prolonged howl and 
derisive cheers. 

Villiam O’Brien, editor of the United 
Ireland and home rule member from Mallow, 
shouted out: 

“We will remember this in Ireland.’ 

This remark was greeted with cries of 

“Oh! Oh! Name Bim! Name him!” 

The spenker thereupon named O’Brien. 

Mr. Gladstone at once moved that the named 
niember be suspended. 

Mr. O’Brien jumped up and shouted: 

‘That isthe height of my ambition.” 

A division was then called upon Mr. Glad- 
stone’s motion to suspend O’Brien. It resulted 
in a yote of 244 for the motion, and but 20 
against it. Thespeaker, when the vote had 
been recorded, ordered ©’Brien to withdraw 
from the house. O’Brien arose, straightened 
himself up to bis full height, and exclaiming 
with great precision and sarcasm: 

‘Certainly, sir; | will withdraw from the 
house with more pleasure than I entered it.” 

He then strode out. 

The debate on the motion of censure was 
then resumed. 

Mr .Trevylan said he thought the govern- 
ment was justified in adopting a vigorous of- 
fensive policy after the fall of Khartoum. 
Negotiations with the mahdi were only po3si- 
ble while the government is fighting him. 

Rt. Hen. Edward Gibson, member for Dub- 
lin university, thought Trevylan’s statement 
indicated that at no very remote future the 
mahdi would become an element in the 
settlement of the Soudan question. Gibson 
violently attacked the government,and accused 
the ministry of deliberately “gambling away 
the life of the hero Gordon. The policy &p- 
peared to be one of going to Khartoum to 
please the whigs, and running away to please 
the radicals. The house required a definite 
statement to assure the country that the gov. 
ernment’s policy was not one of useless 
expense or wanton bloodshed 4 /p position 
cheers. | 

Mr. Goschen said it was necessary for the 
government to clearly deiine its policy aiffect- 
ing the grave military operations and impor- 
tant political questions at issue. He wanted 
to know what Fahmi Pasha, the special 
Turkish envoy, was endeavoring to negotiate, 
and the purport of the mission of Hassan 
Bey, and if the treaty with Italy provided 
assistance to the British in the Egyptian 
troubles. 

The conservative leaders are endeavoring to 
persuade the duke oi Argyle and Right Hon. 
George J. Goschen, and other moderate liber- 
s)s to forma coalition upon the basisof an 
energetic foreign policy and resistance to rad- 
ic#] attacks upon property. Glad- 

tone’s statement that he had never mentioned 
the abandonment of Soudan by her majesty’s 
forces after the capture of Khartoum has led 
to a revulsion offeeling among the peace radi- 
calsand whigs, and neither side is able to 
forecast the result of the division. The mar- 
quis of Salisbury was fervently cheered upon 
declaring at a meeting at Carlton club this 
afternoon, that he was confident of the defeat 
of the government. He said he was ready to 
assume the responsibilities of ofiice.

COLONEL BEN LOCKETTSELLSOUT 
HIS LEASE INTEREST 


His Part inthe Brickyard Sold to Mr. A. B. Stele 
and His Interestin the Convicts Sold to Mr. 
W. B. Lowe—Colonel Lockett Leaves 
for Florida for His Health. 


Colonel B. G. Lockett has disposed of his 
entire interest in Georgia convicts, has with- 
drawn from the firm of B. G. Lockett & Co., 
brick manufacturers, and has gone to Florida 
to build up his health. 

Colonel Lockett’s retirement from the con- 
vict system brings about almost a radical 
change in its management. For several days 
pest Colonel Lockett has been negotiating a 
sale of his interest in penitentiary No. 2 and 
of his interest in the brickyard at the Chatta- 
hoochee river. Yesterday morning the colonel 
closed the sale of his interest in the brickyard 
and last night left for Florida, having pre- 
viously disposed of his interest in the con- 
victs. é 
AN ORIGINAL LESSEE. 

Colonel Lockett was one of the original con- 
vict lessees, and the changes brought about 
by his selling out have probably just begun. 
His action places not only penitentiary No. 2, 
but his late partners in the manufacturing of 
brick, in a peculiar position. When the state 
first adopted the lease system the convicts 
were divided into three sections known as 
nenitentiaries Nos. 1,2 and 3. Penitentiary 
No. 1 was leased to the Dade coal mines and 
was entitled to three hundred convicts. The 
lessees of No. 2 were General Gordon, Leoni- 
das Jordan, of Madison, C. B. Howard, B. G. 
Lockett and W. B. Lowe. Penitentiary No. 3 
went to lessees Tom Alexander, J. W. Mur- 
phy, W. D. Grant and others, Penitentiaries 
Nos. 2and 3 were to have all the state con- 
viets over the three hundred that went to the 
Dade coal mines, equally divided. In the 
organization of company No. 2 Colonel Lockett 
was elected president. 

A few yeors ego Colonel Lockett, Captain J. 
W. English and Mr. J. W. Murphy formed a 
[ep ype | for the purpose of manufacturing 

rick on the Chattahoochee river. ‘The firm 
was known as B. G. Lockett & Cov 
purchased about 

A THOUSAND ACRES OF LAND 

on the river and set up improved machinery 
for the manufacture of brick. Then about one 
hundred and twenty-five convicts of peniten- 
tiary No. 2 were located at the Ubathdbeoehes 
brickyard and put to work. About one year 
ago Messrs. W. B. Lowe, A. B. Steele and C. 
I’. Caverly started a brickyard on the Chatta- 
hoochee river near the Lockett camp. Both com- 
panies were thoroughly equipped and turned 
eut work very much alike. Some eight months 
ago, penitentiary No. 3 disappeared. It was 
then the property of Mr. W. L. Grant, who 
sold out. Hon. Joseph E. Brown secured 
twenty-five per cent of the convicts belonging 
to No. 3. Mesers. Murphy and English se- 
cured twenty-five percent, Mr. James twen- 
five per centand Mr. J. M. Smith, of Ogle- 
ihorpe, twenty-five per cent. Senator Brown’s 
convicts were taken to the Dade coal mines, 
end Messrs. Murphy & En@lish’s to B. G. 
Lockett & Co.’s brickyard. 

A tew days ago ese areas No. 2 elected 
officers. Colonel Lockett, who had been the 
president since the organization of the lessees, 
declined a re-election on acccunt of his health, 
and Mr. W. B. Lowe was made president. 
Mr. A. B. Steele was made secretary. Soon 
after Colonel Lockett was out of the chair he 
announced his determination to dispose of his 
interest in the lease, and also his interest in 
the brickyard. Mr. Lowe was advised of 
that fact, and a few days ago

in penitentiary No. 2, but for some reason all 
parties concerned remained quiet, Having 
sold his interest inthe lease, Colonel Lockett 
began negotiating with two parties for the sale 
of his interest inthe brickyard. The sale 
was consummated with Mr. A.B. Steele, of the 
W. B. Lowe syndicate. The sale transfers to 
Mr. Steele an undivided one-third interest in 
the land machinery and tools. By the two 
sales Mr. Lowe becomes the owner of Colonel 
Lockett’s interest in penitentiary No. 2, in- 
cluding the convicts in the brickyard, and 
Mr. Steele becomes the owner of a third iater- 
est in the yard. 

Just what effect this transaction will have 
is not known...

Lowe saysthat he does not apprehend any 
trouble, but believes that the two brickyards 
will go on as in the past. 

Colonel Lockett was asked what effect his 
selling out would have on the parties inter- 
ested. He thought that it would have no bad 
efiect. He seule not see any reason for any 
differences or sor eh oe, Aas between the 
gentlemen concerned, and did not anticipate 
any changes or trouble. He declared that his 
health was the only cause for selling out. His 
pbysicien had informed him that hecould not 
remain in this country any longer with a 
guarantee of many days. He sold out so as to 
hunt a more congenial section, and left last 
night for Floride.
